Much Looser 

The previous BEC Middle East 
declaration of this type, which 
was issued in November, 1973, 
was much looser in its language. 
Neither the Netherlands nor 
West Germany, at the time, was 
willing to use the word “home- 
land” 4 in the declaration, 

The UWS. declaration, which 
was issued by the State Depart- 
ment, already has created con- 
siderable reaction both in the 
United States and in Israel. 
Coming just three weeks before

Death Sentence for Rapists

‘WASHINGTON, June 23 CHT).

Justice Byron White, speaking 
fos the court, explained, "It is 
difficult to accept the notion, 
and we da not, that the rape, 
wit.. or without aggravating cir- 
cumstances, should be punished 
more heavily than the deliberate 
killer. as long as the rapist docs 
not_himself take the life of bis 
victin.” ὴ

Although not stating it directly, 
the court implied that the death 
penalty is unconstitutional pun- 
ishment for all crimes but mur- 
der. 

Only one other question Τὸν 
mains to be decided in the apoli- 
cation of the death penalty and 
that is whether a mandatory sen- 
tence is permissible for those who 
commit murder while in prison 
serving a life sentence. This will 
probably be taken up next year.

Under ICC procedures, the cum- 
panies must submit new filings 
embodying the interim rates be- 
fore they can take effect. They 
could also challenge yesterday's 
order in a federa) court of ap- 
peals—which ICC chairman 
Daniel O'Neal said he expected 
will happen, 

Oil began flowing into the 789- 
mile pipeline at Prudhoc Bay on 
June 20. The first deliveries to 
tankers at the southern end of 
the pipeline in Valdez are sched- 
uled for next month. They 
cannot start umjess an ICC-ap- 
proved pipeline tariff is in effect. 


Tax Linked to Tariff 


Alaska's royalties and taxes are 
calculated on the price of oil 
at the Prudhoe Bay wells. The 
wellhead price is the difference 
between the price paid by a re- 
finer for the crude oil and the 
transportation charge, or tariff. 
Refiners are expected to pay the 
world price of about $14 a barrel, 
so the smaller the tarlif, the 
higher the wellhead price—and 
Alaska's tax take. 


Tt was in the financial interest 
of the producing companies, no- 
tably Standard of Ohio, Atlantic 
Richfield and Exxon, to assign 
as much of their revenue to the 
pipeline as they could to reduce 
the wellhead price and the state's 
royalties and tazes. 


The pipeline owners had pro- 
posed tariffs ranging from 96.4 a 
barrel to $6.44.

Will the United States now proceed. tor 
the first time, to pull out of a UN agency. 
the International Labor Organization. with 
whatever impact that could have on the 
whole UN system? In justified frustration 
two Novembers ago the United States said 
it would quit in two years if this ostensibly 
technical agency didn’t mend its grossly 
political ways, Some improvements subse~- 
quently were seen but they were badly un- 
dercut at the ILO’s annual Geneva confer- 
ence, just completed. Defying reasonable 
U.S. demands, a Communist-Third World 
coalition trampled on due process and socked 
Israej. sidetracked a rule-change proposal 
to screen out loaded political resolutions and 
applied a familiar double standard ‘attack- 
ing only violators on the political right) on 
human rights. All in all it was a bad show. 

If the ILO were just another organization, 
an administration as keen as this one on 
seeking global consensus might easily decide 
that—notwithstanding its predecessor's two- 
year warning—quitting to protest politiciza- 
tion was less important than staying to talk 
on.

Of course, there is not a linear 
relationship between electricity 
and the bomb, as simply as I 
have put it. Plutonium has to 
be extracted from the spent 
fuel elements in chemical re- 
processing plants which require 
® considerable amount of tech- 
nical know-how to be designed, 
produced and operated. 


In Storage 


Prospective buyers say: "We 
want to buy the reactors but 
also the reprocessing plants and 
the involved technology.

5 Slain in New York City in Year 


Psycliopath Killers: ‘Son of Sam’ Is the Lates 


NEW YORE, June 29 (NYT! 
—The notion of 2 psychopath 
stalking victims st random and 
eluding detection—like the New 
York killer who calls himself Son 
of Sam—has long terrified and 
fascinated the public. 

There bave been a number of 
eases over the years. In New 
York, the Mad Bomber, George 
Metesky, terrorized the city in the 
1940s and 1950s with explosions 
in terminals, libraries, theaters 
nd other public places. 

Like Son of Sam, who has kill- 
ed five persons and wounded six 
in the last year im the Bronx 
and Queens sections of New York 
City, Metesky left behind notes 
~hundreds, in fact. 

Son of Fam, ὑπ ἃ letter. said 
that “I love my work.” He wrote 
that he is driven by a compul- 
Sion to ἘΠῚ. 

‘Seldom Stepping’ 

“Don’t think that beceuse you 
havens heard from me for a 
while that I went to sleep,” he 
said in the handwritten note ear- 
lier this month. “No, rather, I 
am stil] here. Like a spirit 
reaming the night. Thirsty, hun- 
gry, seldom stopping to rest; anx- 
jous to please Sam. I love my 
work. Now, the void has been 
filled.” 

Metesky usually gave advance 
warning and, although several 
persons were injured seriously in 
the 37 explosions attributed to 
him, no one was killed. 

Metesky was judged harm- 
Jess and released in 1973 after 17 
years of incarceration as an in- 
Bane criminal. On the eve of his 
freedom, he said he had forsworn 
violence, but still bore a grudge 
against the Consolidated Edison 
Co. 5 feeling that had led him 
to begin his bombings. 

More recently, Calvin Jason, a 
28-year-Gld ex-convict and drifter, 
was convicted on May 25, 1976, 
of murdering nine women in 
Manhattan over a, 17-month pe- 


comfort and safety. Designed for 


riod ending in 1974. Most of the 
victims had been elderly, and all 
lived alone. However, the slay- 
ings had not been linked until 
dackson had been arrested for 
one of the murders, 
Dart-Gun Sniper 

Also last year. New York's 

Westchester County was fright- 


ened by a dart-gun smper who. 


shot 22 persons. The steel darts, 
fired into homes through open 
windows, wounded 22 persons, all 
of them women. At lest report, 
the police had few clues to go 
on. 


In the 1830s, someone called 
3-X, who was never identified, 
murdered men who were with 
women companions at trysting 
places in Queens. Their fare- 
heads were circled im lipstick. 
Several years later, a couple was 
Killed in Queens and their fore- 
heads were circled with lipstick, 
prompting fears, apparently un- 
warranted, of new “lipstick” 
slayings. ᾿ 

Among the best known cases 
of mass killers—parily because 
he became the subject of a book 
and movie—wes that of Albert 
DeSalvo, “The Boston Strangler.” 
DeSalvo confessed to the slaying 
of 13 women, most of them 
Styangled with a stocking, be- 
tween 1962 and 1964. He later 
repudieted his confession. 

Some police officials who in- 
vestigated the case believed that 
only five of the victims had been 
Killed by the same person, De- 
Salvo was convicted not for the 
murders, but for @ separate series 
of crimes, inchiding burglaries, 
assaults and sex offenses against 
four other women. He was found 
stabbed to death in Walpole 
State Prison in Massachusetts in 


19738. 
‘Catch Me’ 

‘William Heirens left a note in 
lipstick at the site of one of 
three slayings in Chicago in the 
1940s, saying, “For heavens sake 
catch me before I kill more. I 


cannot control myself." He wi 
eentenced to life imprisonment. 

In the Son of Sam case ye 
terdar, the New York Police Dx 
partment, frustrated in bhuntin 
the Eiller, began an extraordinar 
canvass of 2,000 governments 
agencies, businesses, clubs an 
groups in the United States an 
Canada. 2 

It sought, through question 
naires, to track all 28,000 .44 
caliber Charter Arms Bulldog 
ever made. That weapon ha 
been used in al] the Son of Sar 
slayings.

Carter Urged to End System 
Of Tax Breaks for Oil Firms

WASHINGTON, June 29 (WP,

of the Internal Revenue Service 
that permits multinational oil 
companies to escape U.S. tas: jia- 
bilities on their operations within 
ΟἹ cartel countries. 

In a letter hand-delivered to 
the White House, Sen. Church 
charged that current IRS policy 
“is contary to the Internal Reve- 
nue Code” and inconsistent with 
Mr. Carter's objective “of reduc- 
ing the dependence of the United 
States and its major allies upon 
the OPEC cartel.” 

Sen. Church. chairman of a 
Senate subcommittee on foreign 
economic policy, referred to 8 
report last Sunday ‘THT, June 
271 which said that four major 
comipanies had paid no U.S. taxes 
on $2.8 billion in profits derived 
in 1975 from their operations in 
Saudi Arabia. 

The companies are the four in 
the Aramco partnership—Exxon, 
Texaco, Mobil and Standard Oil 
of California. An Aramco spokes- 
man acknowledged that no U.S. 
taxes were paid, but said this 
was because payments claimed as 
income taxes to Saudi Arabia 
exceeded the U.S, tax liability,

Two Cities 


Since 1966 some 70,000 pioneers 
have siready settled in the four 
completed polders and about 65 
per cent of them are under 30 
years old.

The two cities, Lelystad, named 
after the engineer Lely. and 
Almere, are intended to even- 
tualiy become full-fledged cities, 

Hundreds of land-hungty farm- 
ers are on the waiting list to 
rent the land from the state. The 
government lets the land, in- 
eluding farmhouses. for market 
price under a long lease: There 
is no question any longer of buy- 
ing in a country where land is so 
precious. 

At first the polders were bleak 
wastes of sludge with neither 
animals nor birds.

People to carry out new tasks, 
To know which branches of the 
economy still have 5 futnre wil 
largely depend on the outcome 
of the investigations set up by 
the Netherlands Economic Insti-~ 
tute and similar organizations 
abroad. At present, there are still 
big gaps im scientific knowledge 
which would require development 
—among others, solar and nu- 
Clear fusion energy. This would 
mean that a considerable amount 
of employment will be created for 
academics i government and in 
semi-governmental institutions. 
In the United States there are 
already many more management 
graduates than in the past. Also, 
in Evrope the larger industries 
will require more highly educated 
leaders having a so-called “heli- 
copter view,” who would be able 
Ὁ administer a complex organiza- 
ion. 


4s for the change in the Dutch 
Industrial scene, Dr. Tinbergen 
bas suggested that certain labor 
intensive industries such as cloth-

how to fill the gap 
solved by looking at the world 
a whole and aiming at an inter- 
national division of labor. For 
this kind of investigation, there 
would also be plenty of work for 
graduates. Research will indicate 
which branches of the total 
specter of industry would be 
most suited for Western Europe. 
“One can already say that it 
would be better to locate 2 capital 
intensive group like heavy chemi- 
cals in the United States, be 
cause they have more capital per 
heed available.” Dr, Tinbergen 
said. 


Guest Workers 


He thinks that in the Nether- 
lands ultra labor intensive in- 
dustries should fade out and 
move to the developing countries 
because Dutch wages have be- 


come too high and that the Dutch 
shonld therefore concentrate on 
activities of a limited capital in- 
tensive nature. But Dr. Tinber- 
gen still sees a future for certain 
types of engineering for which 
there even appears to be a short- 
age of labor since people refuse 
to be retrained. “In this respect 
the governmert is too lenient, 
because it does not put enough 
pressure on the workers concerned. 
to make use of the special facili- 
ties created for that purpose.” 


First Priority 


Talking about the problem of 
the guest workers, he said the 
first priority would be to create 
Jobs in the countries from which 
they come. But they should not 
leave Western Europe as long as 
there are no fobs waiting for 
them in their homelands. 


Some managements watt until 
the difficulties have become in- 
surmountable but fortunately 
there are forward looking leaders, 
Particularly among the younger 
generation of employers. It is 
the duty of entrepreneurs to look 
for new possibilittes, which many 
have failed to do in the past. 
The government, too, has neglect- 
ed to plan ahead with a view to 
restructuring industry. A strik- 
ing example of new potential 
would be so-called industrial re- 
cycling, meaning that industries 
Would be using each others’ waste 
products. Research in this field 
should aim at building bridges 
between different branches of in- 
dustry. “But the government's 
desire that state-supported new 
investments showd provide more 
labor places will not be easy to 
meet in the present circum- 
stances,” Dr. Tinbergen said. 
“One will have to strike a bal- 
auce between a little more labor 
intensive work and capital inten- 
sive activities, but as far as the 
latter are concerned no more 
should be undertaken than strict- 
ly necessary. A reliable solution 
would only be reached by inter- 
national coordination. Although 
it will be impossible to employ 
large numbers of workers in this 
way. something still might be 
done through deficlt financing as 
already indicated.” 

Dr. Tinbergen thinks the pre- 
Sent wage restraint is a step in 
the right direction and applauds 
the signs of growing mutual un- 
derstanding between unions and 
industry. “That is the reason 


of the Economy 


why I am not so gloomy about 
the near future,” he remarked, 
According to Dr. Tinbergen, 
growth without inflation need 
not be a contradiction, as has 
happened in the past. The 
Netherlands should indeed try 
to stimulate growth sclectively, 
while holding back inflation, 
which would mean that wages 
should be allowed to rise some- 
what above the rate of the 
productivity inerease. In this 
way it would be possible to bring 
about a redistribution of the na- 
tional income, Once the Nether- 
jands is on the right track, the 
country will achieve less in- 
equatity in the long run. “I am, 
however. not against adding some 
lpbricant to the economy if the 
circumstances would aliow it." 


Dr, Tinbergen has often stated 
that the main world problem is 
how to create a lasting peace, but 
most governments are welcoming 
armament orders because these 
are providing employment. 


Arms Trade 


On this Dr. Tmbergen remark- 
ed that the employment argu- 
ment should always be weighed 
aguinst the problem of whether 
® specific form of arms procuc- 
tion would increase the danger 
of war. “But everything in our 
power should be done to ste to 
it that people who are hit by 
unemployment because of the 
prohibition of certain types of 
weapons could be transferred to 
other jobs. This means that we 
should study even more inten- 
sively the idea of a proper divi- 
sion of labor, in which the trade 
unions are at present clearly en- 
gaged.” 


On the question whether Hol- 
Jand would become a “nanny 
state" like Sweden, as some for- 
eign observers would put it— 
meaning that there is too much 
exaggerated social care and gov~ 
ernment interference and regi- 
mentation on too large a scale— 
Prof. Tinbergen said he would 
pose ἃ counter question: “are 
things in Sweden then so bad?” 
But he would add in all sin- 
cerity that nebody—either in the 
Netherlands, Sweden, Norway, 
Denmark or  Britain—knows 
exactly how far one would have 
to go in the social field. “We

turned into something more like 
programing, the object being to 
distribute the population and em- 
ploymert more evenly over the 
county. 

Naturally, housing is still a big 
problem in the west, where rents 
are controlled, but there is still 
an acite shortage of accommo- 
dation. There is also a conflict, 
which is gradually being resolved, 
between the demands for slum 
clearance and the need for reno- 
vation. 


Decentralization 


There have been, and will 
continue to be, controversial gov- 
ernment schemes to deceniralize 
where possidie by distributing 
Some of the civil service away 
from the main conurbations. But 
these schemes are most unpopu- 
lar with the people concerned. 
There is still a fierce rear-guard 
action being carried on by postal 
workers to prevent their offices 
in The Hague being moved north 
to Groningen.

But the 
declining birth rate in recent 
Years has caused a drastic down- 
ward revision of these and cur- 
rent assessments suggest there 
will be only between 14 and 15 
million by that date. 

Dispersal is no longer an article 
of faith. Although the popula- 
tion is not going to grow as 
rapidly as was once feared, the 
present administration believes 
the farsighted thing to do is to 
actively plan for concentration 
and make the best of ix. One of 
the main exponents of this ap- 
proach is the minister of state 
responsible for housing, Jan

De- 
spite all. the company 1s clearly 
looking forward to exploiting the 
new opportunities beginning to 
open up with recent develop- 
ments in telecommunications and 
data processing. assuming. of 
course, there is an adeaume 
profitability and a suitable socio- 
economic situation.

NMSTERDAM (‘IBT?. — The 

history of Amsterdam's dia- 
mond industry goes back neariy 
four hundred years. The birth of 
the diamond indistry in Amster- 
dam took placa in the 1570s 
when many imbhabitants of the 


southern Low Countries fled be- 
fore the Spaniards and emigrated — 


to the north. to the provinces of 
Holland and Zeeland, and in par- 
tienlar to Amsterdam, Among 
these refugees were several dia- 


The rapid development of 


- Amsterdam into a thriving. trade _ 
center contributed fis share to 
the growing diamond trade and. 


industry. which continued to’ ex- 
pand over the next two- hundred 
years. By 1750 there were some 
600 diamond - workers ἴω Amster- 


im the factories. In the middie 
of the last century a boom was 
caused by the discovery of new, 
rich diamond fields in Brazil,
